Further Particulars ot the Ap- 
palling Disaster. 



One Hundred ami Thirteen People 
host— Names of Those Drowned. 



Struck by the Thlllgvalla In a Dense Fog, in 
Early Morning -The Passengers Crushed 
In their Rooms, or Drowned-Stute- 
incuts of Survivors. 



Nkw York, Aug. 17.— The following 
particulars of the loss of tho steamer Gey- 
ser have been received. The collision 
with the Thiiiovullu occurred off Sable 
Island at A o'clock on Tuesday morning, 
tho Geyser sinking livo minutes after the 
accident, and the Thingvalla being so dis- 
abled that she hud to put into Halifax. 

A very heavy .sea whs running mid a 
iIlmiso fog was experienced through the 
night, ami surly on the morning of the 
1-llh the Thingvalla struck thu Geyser 
on tho starboard side ainid- 
ship. Thu bouts then ..paried and 
and tho Geyser sank. The crow of the 
Thingvalla did all they could to save the 
Geyser's crew and passengers, while still 
in doubt as to whether t he Thingvalla was 
in it dangerously disabled, but owing to 
Hie heavy sea only were saved. 

No other vessel was near at the time. 
The Wieland, on her way to this part, 
was 100 miles away. At 1 1:30 o'clock in 
the morning of the 14th the Wieland wan 
sighted. Signs of distress were made by 
the Thingvalla and a transfer of passen- 
gers made, Following is a list of the pas- 
sengers saved from the Geyser:

AN officer's narrative. 

Capt. Albois, of the Wieland, tells the 
following story: "At, 10 o'clock on tho 
morning of August 14 we passed some 
wreckage floating in the sea, and sup- 
posed an accident had happened some- 
where near us. A little later we sailed 
through a sea of oil and sighted a broken 
boat of the Geyser. About 11:30 we 
sighted a steamer to the northwest about 
six miles ofl', and seeing she had a Hag of 
distress up we ran down to see. 

"It proved the Thingvalla, and Capt. 
Lumbal of that vessel came from the ves- 
sel to us in a small boat and begged us 
lo take off his passengers and those he 
had siived from the Geyser- J Jo said his 
iiivji vessel was so badly injured that lie 
was expecting Iter to Rink any moment. 
Her forward compartment had been com- 
pletely carried away from half down from 
the deck to below thu watei line. 

"We sent out. three or four boats and 
the Thingvalla lowered hers, and in live 
hours we had transferred the save.l pass- 
engers and crew of the Geyser, and also 
450 passengers of the Thingyallu. The 
sea was, very rpuglj arid, the wiirk'of trans- 
ferring fch 1 ' passengers ' wim very dilliciilf. 
The immense hole in the ThingvaUa'a bow 
was then patplied up us well as possible 
and she started for Halifax." 

The collision so far as known, was 
caused by fog. The chief officer of each 
vessel was on the deck at the time of the 
collision, and Third Officer Peters ti Id 
much tho samp story. He said: 

"The fog was very dense through the 
night, and rain had fallen at intervals, 
and the first wu knew of thu vessel's ap- 
proach was when it appeared tip the star- 
board side, right upon us. Both vessels 
attempted to sheer oil'. The Geyser was 
struck opposite the engine room, atnid- 
ship. The Geyser, being heavily loaded, 
was very low in the water, so that the 
Thji|gvalla carried ivwuy li»r own ooiupart- 
inoiit. The upper part of bar bow ran 
oyer the decks of the Geyser. Thu Goy- 
ser'B deck houHes were carried away and 
the staturooins were smashed and the oc- 
pupaiits killed." 

AN BYE-WITNESS' STATEMENT. 

Second Olficor Jorgepspn gave a graphic 
(U'scriptipu of the collision. Ho said: "I 
sins asleep In my bunk whon I felt a shock, 



and 1 immediately went on deck. Taking 
in the situation at a glance 1 ordered all 
hands on deck. Tho doomed craft sank 
gracefully, .stern first, with her boom in 
thu air. Almost everybody wua sound 
asleep, and when slio began to fill I could 
hear groans and lioart-runding screams 
coming from boluw. 

Those who reached the deck made fran- 
tic efforts to cut down tho boats, but they 
were too excited to be successful. They 
finally grabbed up different pieces of wood 
and jumped over the side of tho 'vessel." 

Annas v\ i«te, a civil engineer of Minne- 
apolis, Minn., one of the passengers of 
thu Geyser, aaid ; "About four o'clock 
Thursday morning I was awakened by a 
slight, .shuck, and, thinking we had struck 
a wreck, I went on deck just as Home one 
shouled, 'alio is sinking.' I found the 
boat had boon struck on the starboard 
side, about midships. There were at that 
tiino four or livo nioti working at the 
boats. I had a cork jacket and felt com- 
fortably Male, so I called to thu people 
downstairs and then watched the bout 
sink as she went down, and stuck to her 
and was carried down some distance. 

Soon l.felt myself shooting through the 
water, impelled by my cork jacket. 1 
was on top of the water for perhaps half 
•ill hour. 1 climbed on the keel of a small 
boat floating upside down, and was finally 
picked up. " A Thingvalla passenger re : 
luted the following narrative: "The voy- 
age was uneventful until early Tuesday 
morning. I hud left my berth, and look- 
ing out. saw that there was a dense fog 
prevailing. 1 could bear our steam whistle 
blowing, but heard no other signals. It 
was exactly 3:30 o'clock when I was hurled 
to the floor of my stateroom. There was 
a terrible crash, and 1 knew instantly a 
Collision had occurred. I ran to the duck 
and found wo had run into the steamer 
Geyser. 

"Ah 1 reached the duck the Thiugialla 
drew out of tile crack she had made in the 
Geyser's side. The Thingvalla's crow did 
all they could to rescue the unfortunates, 
and obeyed orders promptly. 

"The Tliingvalla's upper dock was not 
injured, but her bows were broken in 
front a puint ton feet below the deck. 
The dent was about 27 feet ill length, and 
run buck above and below the water lino 
to thu collision bulkhead. Had it not 
been for that bulkhead the Thingvalla 
would have gone down like it shot. Capt. 
Lamb, tirst otliccr Peterson, and third 
olficor Jorgensen were on the Thing valla's 
bridge ut the time. I afterwards learned 
that Capt Moller of the Geyser had gone 
to bed and left first officer Brown in com- 
mand of the vessel. Brown was lost. 

The life boats were promptly launched 
from the Thingvalla and the work of res- 
cue began. Souie of the Geyser's pas- 
sengers and crew had reached her bows, 
but most of them were picked up from 
improvised rafts, chicken-poops, camp- 
stools, and anything else that would float. 
The survivors had to hurry, as tho Goy- 
Her went down stern first about five min- 
utes after tho crash. 

The most wonderful escape was that of 
Assistant Engineer Berl heison. 

" After the Geyser had gone down and 
it was known that there were no passen- 
gers on any of the last steamer's boats, 
the captain bad the bow of his own vessel 
protected as far as possible, with atraw 
matrasses and other tnaterinl to prevent 
the water from entering. Distress signals 
were sounded and the ship laid to for 
daylight, 

" A 15-year old boy whose name 1 did 
not learn had his legs crushed. He was 
one of the Tliingvalla's passengers. The 
able-bodied passengers and crew used ship- 
ladders. As we reached the Wieland the 
last of the Geyser's abandoned lifeboats 
floated out of sight. There was no fault 
to bo found with the manner in which we 
were treated aboard the Wieland. Noth- 
ing was too good for us. Evon the pas- 
sengers divided their clothing with the 
unfortunates from the Geyser."

A LOST RAILWAY TICKRT. 

If a passenger has in good, faith pur- 
chased and paid for a ticket, but has lost 
it while on the way, can he be compelled 
to pay the conductor, and if not can the 
conductor lawfully eject him from the 
train I The question is one which, has 
frequently arisen, and has recently been 
decided by the master of the rolls in Eng- 
land. In this case, one Butler, a passen- 
ger on the Manchester and Lincolnshire 
railway, had lost half of his return ticket, 
and refusing to pay again was ejected 
from the railway carriage. He brought 
action against the railway, and the court 
held that he was rightly ejected, but on 
appeal the master of rolls reversed this 
decision. The latter laid clown the prin- 
ciple that "there is no law which enables 
a man to put his hand forcibly on anoth- 
er for a breach of contract, unless he is 
stupid enough to agree to that being done. 
A railway ticket is merely evidence of 
payment, like a receipt, and no man is 
obliged to pay his fare over again merely 
because ho his lost his ticket,-"

CRUELTY TO ANIMALS. 

In connection with what ought to be a 
burning question in this city, the estab- 
lishment of a "Society for the Prevention 
pi Cruelty to Animals." the following let- 
ter, which appears in the Ottawa Citizen 
just to hand, is rather pertinent. "Hu- 
manity," writing to the editor says : 

"A. Friend to Dumb Animals" has doublesa 
struck the key note of the worst and inost 
excruciating cruelty of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, and urges all the secretaries of all 
the Societies for the Prevention of Cruel- 
ty to Animals to combine to put down the 
cruelty. So say 1; those are just my sen- 
timents. What is the remedy ? A great 
combine of the people is needed; public 
sentiment to bo raised against it. How is 
this to bo done ! By talk and work. 
Where shall we begin ? Jn the pulpit. 
Why take the pulpit first '/ Because the 
masses are gathered there; because men 
are less bothered, or should bo, by things 
of this world; because nr.in's heart should 
be softened, and the minister's words 
should be words of power; because for a 
work of mercy so noble the man of God is 
die one to speak in the house of prayer. 



Again, let the Young Men'a Christian As- 
sociation take up the theme. ■ Surely it 
must be noble work, and work worthy of 
the cause to sparo one of our most beauti- 
ful, noble, and unofui creatures the pains 
of hell upon eurth. Then let the Salva- 
tion Army raiso the war cry; then tako it 
into the classroom and into the prayer 
meeting. Why all this? Simply to edu- 
cate the masses, to make it plain to them 
the suffering caused by the use of the head 
rein. Then a high legislation will at once 
bo gained, and the thriceaccursed head rein 
will Iind its place whence it should never 
have been ' resurrected. 

Do children receivo instruction in the 
schools with reyard to the 
claims of the lower animals 
ou our mercy and forbearance] If not, 
they should. Children's hearts are tender, 
md the good seed sown will bear golden 
fruit when the little ones grow into men 
mid women. Perhaps the following words, 
by Dean Stanley, on this subject may be 
new to some: " Yes, any acts of mercy, 
even to the humblest, and lowliest of God's 
creatures, is an act that brings us near to 
God. Although ' the mercy of God,' as 
the Psalmist says, 'reaches to the heavens,' 
although His ' judgments are like the 
great deep, yet still,' as the Psalmist, adds, 
it is the same mercy, the same justice, 
as that which wo know in ourselves.' 
' Thou preseryeth both man and beast.' 
That mercy which we see in tho complex 
arrangements of the animal creation, ex- 
tending down to tho millutest portions of 
their frame, that same Divine mercy it is 
which we are bid to imitate. Ho whose 
soul burns with indignation against the 
brutal ruffian who misuses the helpless 
horse, or dog, or bird, or worm, shares 
for the moment that Divine companion 
wrath which burns against the oppressors 
of tho weak and defenceless everywhere. 
He who puts forth his hand to save from 
ill-treatment, or add to tho happiness of 
any of those dumb creatures, has opened 
his heart to that Divine compassion which 
our Heavenly father has shown to the 
whole range of created things, which our 
blessed Saviour has shown '0 the human 
race, His own peculiar charge, by livin 
and dying for us. ' Be ye merciful to 
dumb animals, for ye have n common 
nature with them. Be ye merciful, for the 
worst part of the nature of brutes is to bo 
unmerciful. Bo ye merciful, for yo are 
raised far above them, to bo their ap- 
pointed lords and guardians. Bo ye mer 
ciful, for ye are made in the image of Him 
who is all merciful and all compassionate." 

THE SPEElToF TRAINS. 

Several local contemporaries have boen 
discussing this question in connection with 
the recent wonderful run of the Loudon 
and Northwestern from which some in 
foresting conclusions result. As all who 
tako an interest in the question know, tq 
to the present summer, the fastest time 
made by any train in tho ivorld for an 
equal distance was supposed to be that of 
the "Flying Scotchman," which made the 
run from Loudon to Edinburgh in nine 
hours. The distance is 392J miles, and 
the average speed was 43 3-5 miles per 
hour, including stops. This time was cut 
by the "Flying Scotchman" itself to eight, 
and a half a month ago. Tlio London and 
Northwestern, the rival road, reduced its 
time to the same figure, Then the Great 
Northern sent the "Flying Scotchman" 
through in eight hours, and the London 
and Northwestern has n/»y made the same 
time, and has saved half a dozen minutes 
on it. Aa the latter route is just a few 
mileslonger— just 400 — theavurage rate of 
speed is a trifle greater than that made by 
the Great Northern. The average, includ- 
ing stops, was about 63J miles per hour, 
but this is not, of course, n fair compari- 
son. The stops must be taken into ac- 
count, and they reduce the aver- 
age speed to 60 miles an hour. 
This is undoubtedly the fastest time 
made anywhere for an equal distance, but 
it does not represent a very great, increase 
in speed after all. The Railroad Qazelle, 
in the course of some interesting com- 
ments on this subject, draws attention ti- 
the fact that the highest speeds attained 
by passenger trains forty years ago are 
seldom surpassed to-day. The fact is, 
that while many railroad improvements 
tend to an increase of speed, there are 
many and powerful causes steadily at 
work against it. •the multiplication of 
railroads and tho increase in trallic add 
greatly to the causes of delay. Every 
new junction and crossing which brings 
the train to a stand still, or slackens its 
speed, means loss of time. In America 
especially, both locomotives and cars have 
gained enormously in weight. The en- 
gines are more powerful, more durable 
and less likely to break down, but they 
are also much heavier. The demand for 
increased comforts and even luxury, as 
well as security for passengers has caused 
a steady increase iu the Height of ears. 
Now that the American must, hot only 
be able to sleep in comfort on the 
rail, but to enjoy an elaborate 
dinner while in full motion, the 
first-class American passenger train has 
come to be something lilio a hotel oil 
wheels. The number of passengers is so 
small in comparison to the space given 
up to them, and the number of attend- 
ants is ho large, that, as the Gazette says, 
the task of running a fast ami profitable 
passenger train becomes almost impos- 
sible. If it had not boon for the intro- 
ducti' u of continuous brakes, the in- 
creased weight and number of trains would 
probably have caused an actual reduction 
in the rate of speed. The best, method of 
securing a higher average of speed for 
long distances plainly consists in avoid- 
ing unnecessary stops and checks to the 
speed of tho tiaii). Improved signals, 
which can be clearly seen at u distance, 
interlocked with, the switches ftild man- 
aged on the block system, would do much 
in .this. direction, With such safeguards 
trains could run at, full speed, where now 
they must often slacken their rate becausu 
of the lack of perfect, signals. As a rule, 
the fastest trains already have them. 
When they coinu into more general use 
40 miles an hour, including stops, will 
not be so exceptional a rate for long dis- 
tances as it is now.

lilioh'g them bull-baiting with genuine 
Audulusian st eers and Spanish torreadores. 
Against the latter a protest is published 
by the Royal Society of Belgium for. the 
protection of animals. Tho Spa admin- 
istrators theil offered to have wooden balls 
fixed to the horns of the steers and to re- 
luce the performances to a mere sham 
light, but tho Royal Society demand en- 
I ire suppression of that class of sport, as 
i if her wise they will apply to the Minister 
of Justice for an injunction. 

PRESS COMMENTS. 

[Montreal Trade Bulletin.] 
Tho resignation of Sir' George Stephen 
from the Presidency of the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway Company on Tuesday last, 
naturally created a great deal of com- 
ment in business circles generally, and 
tho consensus of opinion is that whether 
or not the whole of the capital of tho C. 
P. R. has been wiped out, Sir George has 
made a m<tg|lificont; pecuniary haul in t he 
shape of remuneration for services well 
rendered, and that it is about time some 
one else had a chance of rolling up his 
millions, although we make bold the asser- 
tion that no successor of the ex-President 
of the CP. R. will find tho rich Govern 
meiit vein of ore that ran through the 
enterprise during the grand construction 
term of otlico of the noble baronet. The 
construction term, however, wo must, ad- 
mit is not yet over, but that it has not 
much longer to run, appears to bo gene- 
rally conceded. When that is fin- 
ished, and tho road has to rely 
upon the merits of its not earnings Mr. 
Van Home, who has succeeded to the 
Presidency, may have to copo with u 
financial question to which Sir George 
was a stranger. The time may come 
when it will be found that the Govern 
me'nt has fallen heir to the road, the syn 
dicate to the prolits and the public to the 
scrip. With the lavish millions of the 
Government at his back, it is difficult u 
conceive how Sir George could have been 
otherwise than successful ill building the 
C. P. R. But as to its success as a finan- 
cial undertaking, probably ho is wise in 
leaving that part of tho problem for 
others to solve. That the C. P. R. has 
been of great value in developing the vast 
resources of the Dominion no one but, a 
fool would attempt to deny, but whether 
it will not be ultimately discovered that 
Canadians have paid too clearly for that 
privilege, is altogether another question.

SOLDIER AND SHARK. 



Inspector of Police Patrick H. McLaugh- 
lin is not only a great oarsman and swim- 
mer, but also a great story teller His 
occasional departures from the couveu 
tioual and generally accepted principles 
which govern yarn spinning have. It Is 
true, cast a slight shadow athwart his 
veracity, but ho is nevertheless listened 
to with respectful attention when he starts 
out to entertain Ida friends with relations 
of his adventures As an oarsman and 
swimmer, however, this renown is uii 
dimmed by his aforesaid reputation The 
inspector passes most of his spare time 
during tho spring and .summer at the 
Varuua Boat club house, at bay Ridge 
He is a member of the club and tho happy 
owner of ono of the handiest and most 
perfect rowing shells.

As I 
inarched up Jand down tho deck of tho 
steamer, which' was pitching mid rolling 
heavily, I noticed that tlio yawls which 
tiling from the davits • warn naif full of 
rainwater. ( determined to have a wash, 
and slipped below and got a towel and 
o. piece of fresh water soap But 
I found It a tough job. Just as I 
would get my hands nearly into the 
fresh water in tho boat, as 1 leaned over 
tho gunwale, the roll of tho steamer to 
leeward would jjwing her away from mo 
And there 1 had to wait, leaning half over 
the side, until the roll tho other way 
swung her back again Then off she 
would swing again, just giving pio time 
to dip my fingers into tho rain water 
This went on for some minutes and I had 
scarcely done more than wash my hands, 
at) i made up my mind to make a bold 
dasb for a clean face, i put the soap

waited for tho return swing of tho yawl, 
determined to scoop up some raiu water 
and throw it over my face. The steamer 
nomehow suddenly stopped rolling for a 
fow seconds, and begun pitching, with 
rt ho yawl just a few inches out of my 
r\^U5U Leaning over the gunwale I made 
.•j supreme effort to reach the water in 
tbu yawl But unfortunately, .at that 
very moment, the steamer rolled tlio way 
i had not .expected, and before I had time 
:t« esjjft-'ss au opinion about it I .found my 
,uttf raevwaJ fathoms under wute.r I hud 
(>iU*ued.uv<ur the gunwale and slipped bo 
tween the sldo of tho steamer uud tho 
jnwj. Ah soon as 1 realized tho situa- 
tion 1 was Impressed with Its serious- 
ness This wus as 1 begau to rise to tho 
surface, which I did slowly, and with difii 
culty.as f had on my full uniform and a 
beavy pair of top boots A storm was 
rising rapidly, and tho steamer was going 
at fourteen knots, so that by tho time I 
iroso to tho surface, in a trough between 
two waves that seemed to bo us high as 
mountains, I could see nothing of thp 
steamer. In another second 1 was lifted 
on to the top of a roll, and there saw tho 
steamer. quite a distance away 1 tried to 
shout, 'but my voice failed me, and my 
heart pretty well failed mo too In an- 
other moment I was again on top of 
a wave, and glanced toward tho ship.

"While all this was going on I was buf 
feting with the waves in desperate straits 
My heavy cavalry boots so hampered mo 
that It was almost Impossible for mo to 
swim, aud it was about as mush as 1 
muld do to keep a float, in my maneuvers 
to reacli tho box which Imd been thrown 
overboard I sank several times, and was 
often Swallowed up by the heavy sea 
Fi nally, as I gmsped tho box — a cracker 
box. and vary ligiit at that — I was re 
liovod to notice that tlio steamer had 
stopped and was' turning about At this 
time I was at least three miles away from 
tlio steamer, and could not see much that 
was going on, as the waves now lified mo 
up and then seemed to drop me down out 
or sight Due moment I could see nothing 
hut the sky above mo. and tho next noth 
lug but the waters below mo Every 
second was an age. aud every effort to 
keep floating seemed as if it must be tho 
last, for I was rapidly getting 
exhausted The cracker box was 
snatched out of my grasp several 
times and recovered with tlio greatest 
dilllculty Suddenly I wus tilled with new 
hope, for, as 1 rose ou a big swell, I saw 
that a boat was being lowered from tho 
steamer and that slio had turned entirely 
round and was heading toward me This 
made mo feel strong again But the prog- 
ress of tho rowboat toward mo was slow 
Shouts of encouragement I heard at fre- 
quent intervals, and I tried to shout back, 
but my voice wus entirely gone I was 
getting so weal; that it was nip and tuck
